There was more cupital invested in 
the retail mercantile business in Can- 
ada, Mr. Trewern pointed out, than in 
all the other industries of the country 
combined. The labor men, the man- 
ufacturers, the farmers,’ the lawyera, 
all had their associations designed to 
further and protect their own inter: 
ests, so why should not such a large 
body.as the retailers also have their 
organization for similar. purposes. This 
was rapidly becoming an age of class 
organization, and any class which did 
not organize would speedily find itself 
at a disadvantage. 


Individually, or in purely local or- 
ganizations, the retail merchants 
could not have much Influence, but 
handed together in a nation wide or- 
ganization like the Retail Merchants 
Association, they were a power to be 
reckoned with. They could get a 
hearing at Ottawa at any time to air 
any grievances they might have or to 
get legislation passed in their intér- 
ests. That wag what the association 
had been formed for aud that was what 
they were doing now for their mem- 
bers and for the retail merchants of 
the country at lurge. It was therefore 
up to every retail mechant to be- 
come a member of :the. association, 
and to give it his hearty support. 


The speaker cited a number of im- 
portant Acts recently passed by par- 
Mament in the interests of retail busi- 
ness, chiefly through the {nstruameatal- 
ity of the association. 


He emphusized the fact that the as- 
sociation was in no wise a political or- 
ganization. It had nothing to do witi: 
politics, but was simply and solely fur 
the purpose of looking ufter the inter- 
ests of the rotall merchants and of! 
no one else. 


At the conclusion of Mr, Trewern's 
remarks, Mr, Jumes Kellas, of Hdmon-

Officials’ Residences — 


Another Lot Sold 


An adjourned meeting of the city 
council was held in the council cham- 
bers on Thursday evening, with Act- 
ing Mayor Ellis, and Ald. Richards, 
Compton, Enman, MacKachern and 
Liversidge present. 

The general accounts amounting to 
$321.70; Electric light, $417.64, and 
Waterworks, $81.20 were passed for 
payment, 

Considerable discussion took place 
as to the means of increasing the rates 
to the water consumers, owing to this 
department showing a decrease in its 
revenue, and an inerease in the expen- 
diture over last year, 

It was moved by Richards and En- 
man—That a raise of five cents be 


the present schedule of water rates, 
the 2 cent rate to be raised to 30 cents 
and the 65 cent rate to 70 cents, and 6 
cents additional raise on each rate in- 
tervening between these two charges 
according to the number of cubic feet 
consimed as per the following revised

500 Cubic feet and under, rate .65 

1000 Cubic feet and under, rate .60 

1600 Cubic feet and under, rate .55

Where do the birds stay in winter? 
They “go south” everybody knows, 
but exactly where? 

| The authorities have undertaken ts 
Bind out exactly where the various 
species of will birds go when they 
migrvate in the fall It is an odd 
toing for authorilies to do but there 
j are sound reajons for it. 

When a wild duck leaves its sum- 
mer quarters in Alaska and starts for 
its winter home in a warmer Jatitude, 
it veglects to leave a forwarding al- 
dress. 

The same thing hapens in tha 
ease of a wild svan, which in suinmes 
rears a family in the neighborhoud of 
the Arctic cirele. And, likewise, in 
that of the wild goose, which, having 
established a nursery in Canada some- 


where and taught its young to fly,| 


departs with them in ‘autumn for the 
United States or Mexico. 


There are very practical reascts 
why it is important to know just 
where the various species of wild 


ducks, geese and swans breed, and 
where they spend their winters. For 
these valuable game birds are threat- 
ened with extermination, and it’ is 
necessary that they shall be protect: 
ed ifthey are not to disappear alto- 
gether and forever, 

The federal government has taken 
up the matter seriously and we have 
a migratory bird law for the ‘protec: 
tion of these and other feathered 
creatures. But, in order that measures 
for their protection shall be effective, 
it is requisite that more exact and 
more comprehensive knowledge shall 
be obtained in regard to their habits, 
their travels and their whereabouts at 
different seasons of the year.” 

No species of bird can long survive 
if it is systematically slaughtered on 
its breeding grounds. But if its num- 
bers are to be maintained, it must also 
be protected on its feeding grounds, 
which may perhaps be thousands of 
miles from the region where it builds 
its nests. Thus, for example, the blue 
winged teal duck, beloved of sportsmen 
breeds in Canada and spends the win- 
ter in south America. At both ends

—-a method commonly adopted being 
to drive the helpless creatures into 
enclosureg built for the PUTPOSEy where 
they are ruthelessly massacred.

sale, it must be safeguarded against 
attack if its species is to escape utter 
and final destruction, 

The mueh prized canvasback which 
is one of the greatest travellers, breed 
all the way from Manitoba to the tri- 
butaries of the Yukon river. It builds 
WS nest in early June on the margin of 
a stream or lake. It spends the winter 
in the southern States, and, on its way 
north again pauses to feed upon the 
wild celery of fe Chesapeake and Car- 
olina marshes, it is a mark for every 
shotgun. Which is surely unfortunate 
{inasmuch as it is going north to breed 
and.every duck shot means the wiping 
out of a potential family. 

People all over the country are wak- 
ing up to the danger that threatens our 
most valuable game birds, and are be- 
ginning to take a serious interest in 
the efforts: which the government, 
helped by societies of bird lovers, is 
making to protect them. 

Birds are caught in baited traps, 
which are specially designed to avoid 
injuring them; aluminum bands bear- 
ing serial numbers and the inscription

trapped, as it is proved by the fact 
that they return to the traps again and 
again, seeking food. It should be men- 
tioned that the operator of a trapping 
station must possess a permit which 
may be obtained from the Biological 
Survey. 

Last winter more than 200 black 
ducks and mallards, and also a@ num- 
ber of blue winged teal, were captured 
in specially contrived duck traps on 
Lake Scugog, in the province of On 
tario, and banded. Since then about 
twenty of the bands have been sent 
to the Biological Survey by duck hunt- 
ers, One of the birds was shot on 
the island of Trinidad, 

A good many things are expected 
to be learned through the banding 
system besides the location of the 
breeding and feeding grounds of the 
yarious species of wild ducks, wild 
geese, wild swans and other birds. 
Much will be ascertained in regard to 


their life histories, Exactly what 
lines of migration do they pursue? 
Do they always follow the = same 


routes? At what speed do they travel? 
When a large flock is migrating, does 
one group stay In the van all the time 
or do successive groups jump over each 
other, so to speak, in alternate per- 
iods of rest and flying?

In many parts of the west there are

A nuhber of these have 
been established by. the government 
as “bird refuges” where the feathered 
migrants are. not allowed to be dis- 
turhed by hunters. Some of the areas 
covered by desert reclamation — pro- 
jects have obtained a like sancity; 
and scattere dall over as well as in 
Alaska and the Hawaiian archipelago, 
are similar extensive ‘preserves for 
wild birds, each of them under the 
care of a warden, N 

Perhaps the most remarkable long- 
distance traveller {s the American 
golden plover, which arrives in early 
June on the bleak and wind swept 
“barren grounds” of Alaska, above the 
Arctic circle, and which, while the 
lakes are still ice bound, hurriedly 
fashions a shabby little nest in the 
moss. By August it is in Labrador, 
where it stiffs itself with such quan- 
titles of cranberries that the flesh is 
actually stained by the dark purple 
juice. From Nova Scotia, it strikes 
out to sea, taking a direct course for 
the West Ijdies, 100 miles away, fin- 
ally reaching southern Brazil and the 
pampas of Argentina, Sixteen thous- 
and miles does it traverse in order to 
spend ten weeks on the Arctic coast. 

It seems a puzzle to know how mi- 
_brating birds are able to find their 
{way over such immense distances. 
| But to them, doubtless, as they fly at 
a great height in their annual jour 
neys, the earth beneath appears like 
a map, on which, even in the night, 
by the Nght of the moon and stars they 
find coast lines ,rivers, valleys, moun- 
tain ranges and other topographical 
features easily distinguishable and re- 
cognizable, p

in the autumn and north in the 
spring nearly 2,000 miles. And one 
of the most remarkable — feathered 


travellers is our familiar friend, the 
reedbird, In the far northern United 
States it is known as the bobolink, 
fumoug for its tuneful song. In tho 
autumn, on its way southward, it 
pauses to feed in the marshes of the 
Delaware and Chesapeake, By this 
time it has doffed its pretty coat of 
black and white, and assumed a 
coat of brownish grey, and is metamor- 
phosed into the reedbird. Later on 
it uppears in the rice fields of the 
Carolinas, where it is called the rice- 
bird. From Florida it goes on to Cuba 
and thence covers in a single flight 
700 miles to the coast of South Amer- 
fea spending the winter in Brazil. 

Many species of insect-eating birds 
spend the winters in the southern 
states, where, breeding early in the 
spring, they are commonly shot for 
food. Among these are robins, wood 
thrushes, catbirds, cardinals, king- 
birds, red-eyed yireos, and even the 
swallows,

In 1906, Calgary 
had grown to 13,578, and Edmonton to 
14,088: In 1911 the census gave the 
first 43,074, and the second 30,479. The 
next census found them close rivals 
again, Calgary having 56,614, and Ed- 
monton 653,846. Calgary may be said 
to have had the best start, for it was 
a considerable town in the late 80's, 
due to construction through in 1885 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, that 
line indeed, built up to Strathcona, at 
that time a community opposite Ed- 
monton, on the Saskatchewan. 

The University,of Alberta was found: 
ed in Edmonton in 1906, It is affil- 
iated with Oxford (England), McGill, 
and the University of Toronto. The 
authorities ‘in the province are cer- 
tainly not neglecting the important 
work of “teaching the young idea how 
to shoot.” It is recorded that during 
1918 there was expended in public in- 
struction $7,496,691, There were em- 
ployed in that year, 5655 teachers in 
the schools, which numbered 2766, and 
had an enrollment of 111,109 pupils, 
and an average attendance of 68,489, 
or 61.64 per cent.. Elementary edu- 
cation is easily among the most im- 
portant of the factors which operate 
to make Canadians of the sons and

the Red Cross society in Alberta is 
preparing for its. biggest year’s work. 
The head office of the Juniors at 
Calgary is now busy sending out in- 
structions to the many schools which 
have organized Junior Red Cross units. 
The units elect: their own president 
and secretary ‘treasurer, In cases 
where there {fs a large unit they also 
elect a vice president. When the elec- 
tion of officers is complete, the head 
office sends out further instructions 
for carrying on work. 

The aim of the Junior Red Cross is 
to look after sick and crippled chil- 
dren, whose parents cannot afford to 
give them the necessary treatment. 
The Juniors have provided the funds 
for many such cases and there are 
many more in sight which need atten- 
tion, Everything they give towards 
the funds, including their membership 
fee of 25 cents, must be earned. The 
whole of their donations go to take 
care of sick and crippled children. 
All the expense of administration is 
looked after by the senior body. 

Many of the schools won the Lieut. 
Governor's banner for a 100 per cent 
enrollment in the Junier Red Cross. 
Others won a certificate for 75 per 
cent enrollment. The officials point 
out that it is not yet too late to en- 
ter the competition.
